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eA true diſcourſe of all the Sallyes 
which the Soldiers of the City of Graue 
haue made fince the Siedge : and inwhat manner 
the Admirant with a great Hoalt of horſe and focte, with 
duers ons laden with ladders, powder ,fhot, and o- 
thernecellanes of rcliefe, came torclieue the City, the 20. 
of Auguft, 8:44 Noos in the night. But was by Gods 
proutdenceand his Fxcellencyes valour, dryuen backe, 
and torcedin the night to fire his ewne Tents, 
and to take a ſhamefull flight. 


4 A Fter that bis Excellency Pzince Mau- 
r ee Naſſaw , had trapnedb(s whole 
N J Army tbꝛongd Brabant, and laſtiy laide 
F.2d 9&6! fiedgeto the ſtronge City ot᷑ Graue: at 
dias firſt arrinall, dee duffed bis Soldi- 
ers in continu all rayũng of bis Tren · 
ches, as well fo: his defence againſt the ſallxes which 
migbt be made out ofthe Cittp, as alſo to pzeuent the 
mnturſion of the Arch - duk es Campe: the which bee 
knew was very ſtronge ,+ wauld very ſhoztly attempt 
the Citpes reſcne, which inde de ſo fell out,foz that in a 
very ſhuzt time, the Admirant of Aragon, with the 
Archdukes Army, was hearv to be marching thetþher- 
ward: vet by tyecarefull diligence of dis Extellonep, 
and his C:mmannders, the whole Campe was (a 
ſtrongelv toatityed and walled. about with deep Tren- 
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holdes it: fheſr Watches and Tenttnels ſo warfly 
carefully oꝛderto, that they ſceme a. — petty ens 
Alſo , many baiiantand relolute enterpʒiles are per- 
fozmed,enen nder the Citty walles. 

Tho Cittizens pertetuing the Archdukes Campe 
to be nere hand, and truſting to be bytheſr appꝛoach, 
better turtdered and relieved, then alter wardes they 
found themſelues, begann: to ſhewe themſelaes ſome⸗ 
what bolder then befoze , by diners ũgnes of bꝛauerte, 
and ſome ſallyes inthe night vponour Campe,bowbe- 
tt to their loſe, oʒ chat they ſtiul ioſt moze (by farzthen 
we did, which is contrary tocommon cbaunce, whero 
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the ſallyes of Cittſes(which thepnever p2offer but vp- 
on eſpyed adnantage )happen foz the moſt part to the 
dammage and loſſe of the belledgers. 
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ſhoalobe bia nalled, and ſo ſent fozwards, 5 
At the ſame time the Cittiʒens made a ſalley vpon 
our Trenches , but being p2euented and not daring to 
tome on anykarther den their ownecounterſcarpe , it 
is not knowne whether they loſt any men o2 n. 

The 19. of Auguſt, there came againe into bis Ex- 
celencyes quarter, aboue 150 of the enemyes renolted 
Soldiers,maoſt of them lcalians, ſome ofthem with their 
weapons and furniture, and otherfome without: they 
were all toell ved. and each man giuen a Gilden in mo- 
nep, and lo ſhipt away. 

The 20. ol Auguſt, there came auer to our Campe, a 
Hozfe-man with dis hozle,and al his whole furniture; 
with two Noe - men without their hozſes : alſo two 
Spaniards which would receſne no Paſpozt,but wold 
remains in dis Sxcellenctes ſeruite. : | 

The 21. of Angult, there was a Jeſuiteoz Semina- 
xy Pꝛieſt taken pziſoner,and carried into his Excellen- 
tyes quarter: alſo certainerenolted Italians came to our 
Campe this dap. . 

At the lame time there were bzonght nine pziſoners 
which were taken in the ſkirmiſhner vnto the Sconce 
which his Extellencie tooke fromthe enemy at dis firſt 
comming beto ze the Citty , being on the other ſide of 
the Paſe. In this Sconce{whil the enemy beide it) 
there was but a Corpes de Guarde , but it is now a 
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and theſe great ſtones, which areſhot ont of the ſayd 
Sconce,thenall thereſt of bis E xtellenties great Dz- 
dynance, wobich be hath infoure batferyes, 

Betweneths 21. and22- of Augul,theenemp at- 
fempted to put about 2000.men into the Citty,together 
with 400, hozle,furniſhingthem al with ladders, deale- 
booꝛda, ſhouels, pickaxes, and other inſtrumentes, to 
bzeake in vponthe Reducts a2 Courts of Guarde, that 
lay betwene the quarters of his Excellency e Count 
William, but hauing intelligence thathis Excellency 
was ſtirring vp anddowne with 4000,Pozſe-men and 
many toote, they retyꝛed back, leauing tbeir waggons 
whereon their aboueſa(d Inſtrumentes were laden: 
ſome ladders were(thatnight)bzought into his Excel- 
lencyes Tent. | 

C de lame night there was taken a bozſemans bop, 
who was found ſwimming from the Citty, and was 
carryed befo:ehis Excellency, but they could gather 
nothing by him,becauſe he ſhewed bimſclfe as il he had 
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volt Centtnelsatthe watt were at abiding fs, 
together, wherein two af thetown(men wers ante

The: 2 of Auguſt. thoſe of the City iſſued out twice 
vpon their Tounterſcarpes, hut it cannot bee knowne 
whether any of them were Naing oz not: fo our part, 
(p2atſe vnto God)welof# none. This day our Hozſe- 
— men tooke another Jeſnite e Patſoner. 
Betwerne Thurſdap and Fryday in the nigbt, be- 
ing bet wens the 22.and 23. ot Auguft, the enemp ſet 
fice on all his Tents and Cabbins, which didlo flame, 
as it tte whole Country vad ben on fire, and therwith- 
5 all, bꝛeaking bp his Campe, hs went away berp quiet= 
ly without any nopſe: next day wert found many wag⸗ 
gons with weapons and furniture, dendes many ſlicks
